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Since you, senator, and the ODR Government, on account of the measures 
of 13 August, were equally abused by West German politicians end 
journalists, should this not give food for thought T Of course, you tocw 
it, but I still permit myself to confirm it to you: One single man vho is 
right, will not be overthrown by the howling of a pack of wolves. Were 
matters different when you, senator, in the s unsuer of 19w, e pack_ 
howling at your heels, put truth high when you said: Apart free the 

lunacy of a preventive war there is nothing that can he more dangerous 
than resumption of the U-2 flights over the USSR. The U-2 incident and 
West Berlin are parallel cases. The howling, then and now, oomes freo the 
same muzzles. At that time, you, senator, were one of the few to nave 
the courage to uphold truth and ycu were praised for it by the pub c 
the world and by your President. 

Speaking for myself, it gave me hope at the time, when U.S. news agencies 
reported that you belonged to the small team of the new President 
Kennedy . Your President has thereby given a hope to the world. An 
say this about you: At a time when it took ccurage to do so, you so up 
against your fellow countryman McCarthy; you were there when the policy 
Dulles, the exponent of brinkmanship, was buried, and I found in one o 
your speeches that you have a slight notion of where the springs of e new 
time are to be found. Fraa the final debate of Congress in August 195 
I quote: "People received fran Dulles what they wanted: A cheap fore gn 
policy that concludes. a peace here, procl aim s a doctrine there, and se 
a few guns to a third country. " They charged the EisehhowSr administra on 
with having had contempt for the people, but you said they had been given 
the freedom not to have to think any more. 

If you, senator, have such a high opinion of the people, who in West Germany 
are called the "street," that you want them to think, it will interes 
you to know that in the program declaration of our State Council 
Walter Ulbricht it was laid down: To think is the first 'civic duty. Tn * , 
too, we are in agreement. The times are such that what ugaites shcul c 
before what divides. You ere- a man with hold ideas, say U.S. papers, 
cur time needs men with bold ideas, for the West must rethink to get out; 
of the cul-de-eac. We are glad that in the United States the number or 
people vho do so is growing daily. 

You once said: The question is that of a plain situation in West Berlin. 

It is the question of forbidding the Bundesvehr to be equipped w^th atcmic 
wernons; it is a question of creti+.lng $ zone of le*p*ned tension in 
central Eruope. Atomic armament in W<*»h Gexwan- -this, senator, is the 
essence on which the problem of peace and war are turning. Cta 13 August 
we ordered these atomic warriors in West Germany to stay within their own 
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confines; You said we were right. You, senator, and I, know the dangerous 
nature of We 3 t Ger man militarism. You too, will not be able to fight it 
with words alone. West German militarism must be further co nf ined by a 
peace treaty. For this, deeds and action are needed. 

Only the other week Herr von Brentano said that Bonn wculd not give up 
atomic weapons. Thereby he has slapped your face. You can see that 
the clanger threatens both of ua. 

The thoughts of the GDR on these problems you will find in the German 
peace plan, in your German (word indistinct). Read the two together— your 
thoughts and our nolicy-and you will find that you will act in the 
interests of the U.S. people if you influence the decisions to be taken 
by your government in the interest of the German people. 

Highly esteemed Mr. Fulbright, I am aware that your predecessor as 
chairman of the important Foreign Relations Cccsnittee, Senator ®reen, 
retired from politics at the age of 91 * I wish you a policy which will 
insure for you the same great age.
